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Pomographers  hijacking  Christian  Web  sites 


INDIANAPOLIS  (ABP)  — 
Christian  ^ministries  are  inad¬ 
vertently  becoming  purveyors 
of  smut  as  pomograpners 
"hijack"  expired  Web  sites, 
either  to  lure  unsuspecting  visi¬ 
tors  to  pornographic  sites  or  to 
earn  a  profit  by  selling  the  URL 
back  to  its  original  owner  at  an 
inflated  price. 

The  Indiana  Baptist.newspa- 
per  is  among  the  latest  victims 
of  a  scheme  that  has  affected 
various  ministries,  non-profit 
organizations,  government 
agencies,  and  political  leaders. 

Six  months  after  the 
Indianapolis-based  paper 
moved  its  content  to  a  new 
state  convention  Web  site, 
www.scbi.org,  it  gave  up  its 
rights  to  a  former  domain 
name.  The  day  the  old  URL 
became  available,  pornography 
appeared  on  the  old  site. 

Registered  to  a  person  sup¬ 
posedly  in  an  obscure  location 
^in  Russia,  the  bogus  Baptist 
page  now  warns  that  it  contains 
adult  content  and  includes  a 
note  that  the  site  is  for  sale. 

Editor  Chip  Bayer  said  he 
considers  it  an  indirect  form  of 
extortion,  which  the  newspaper 
has  decided  to  ignore.  He  said 
he  consulted  an  attorney  about 
possible  legal  action  but 
(earned  it  would  be  expensive 
and  might  not  succeed.

INDIANAPOLIS  (BP)  —  The  Indiana  Baptist  newspaper  has 
fallen  victim  to  a  so-called  "extortion"  attempt  by  an  internet 
Demographer  who  took  over  tire  paper's  former  web  address. 
The  official  state  paper  of  the  State  Convention  of  Baptists  in 
Indiana  (SCBI)  moved  its  online  publication  to  the  new  state 
convention  website,  www.scbi.org.  Six  months  later,  the  Indiana 


graphic  material  appeared  on  the  old  site.  The  Indiana  Baptist 
reported  that  die  pomographers  agreed  to  sell  back  the  domain 
name  at  a  much  higher  price  in  an  attempt  to  extort  money 
from  the  SCBI."  Published  reports  indicate  mat  other  Christian 
ministries  are  falling  prey  to  pomographers  who  take  over 
expired  websites  hoping  to  lure  cyber-visitors.

A  recent  story  in  the  on-line 
Wired  News  said  the 
International  Lutheran  Woman's 
Mission  League,  the  Nebraska 
Department  of  Education,  the 
Ohio  State  Senate,  and  munici¬ 
palities  from  Kentucky  and  Iowa 
were  among  the  victims  of  simi¬ 
lar  tactics. 

So  were  a  Christian  legal 
organization  and  former 
Republican  presidential  hope¬ 
ful  Gary  Bauer,  according  to 
Steve  Watters,  an  Internet 
research  analyst  at  Focus  on 
the  Family. 

Congress  passed  legislation 
in  1998  to  prevent  just  this  kind 
of  phenomenon,  but  a  Samford 
University  law  professor  said 
thus  far  there  have  been  prob¬ 
lems  enforcing  the 
Anticybersquatting  Consumer 
Protection  Act. 

Thomas  Berg,  who  teaches 
on  constitutional  law  and 
intellectual  property,  said  one 
problem  is  locating  the  cul¬ 
prit,  such  as  the  porn  produc¬ 
er  that  reportedly  operates 
from  Armenia.  Another  is 
when  someone  abandons  the 
site,  it  allows  others  to  lay 
claim  to  it.

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.  (BP)  —A  crisp 
Sunday  afternoon  with  unseasonably 
warm  temperatures  was  the  backdrop  for 
a  Christmas  gift  Dawson  Memorial 
Church  presented  to  the  greater 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  area.

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  An 
obscenity  watchdog  group  is 
concerned  with  the  results  of  a 
recent  study  showing  that  70% 
of  teens  surveyed  have  "acci¬ 
dentally"  encountered  porn  on 
the  Internet.  "Clearly,  there  is  a 
major  failure  in  adult  responsi¬ 
bility  when  almost  three  out  of 
four  teens  report  they  have 
accidentally  come  across 
pornography  on  the  Web," 
Morality  in  Media  President 
Robert  Peters  said,  "but  the 
biggest  failure  of  responsibility 
/4+«s_^ith  federal  and  state 
prosecutors  who  turn  a  blind 
eye  to  obscenity  on  the 
Internet,"  he  said. 

The  study,  "Generation 
Rx.com:  How  Young  People  Use 
the  Internet  for  Health 
Information,"  which  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Kaiser  Family 
Foundation,  also  found  that  57% 
of  teens  surveyed  believe  porn 
exposure  would  have  a  "serious 
impact  on  kids  under  1 8."  Forty- 
one  percent  said  that  exposure  is 
"no  big  deal."  Internet  web  site 
CNSNews.com  reported  on  the 
study.

penetrating  lights.

The  Savior  took  Saul's  perse¬ 
cution  of  the  church  personally. 
He  confronted  his  hatred.  It  is  a 
good  lesson  to  people  who  crit¬ 
icize  the  church  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  He  takes  it  person¬ 
ally  and  will  one  day  confront 
the  abuser. 

Saul  also  found  the  encounter 
to  be  instructional  (v.  8-9).  Saul 
readily  obeyed  the  Word  of 
Christ  realizing  that  it  was  diffi- 
-  cult  to  resist  such  an  encounter 
with  the  risen  Jesus.  It  was  diffi¬ 
cult  to  "kick  against  the  goads." 


Saul  also  found  his  encounter 
with  Jesus  to  be  one  of  grace.

NAZARETH,  Israel  (BP)  — 
A  simmering  controversy  over 
the  construction  of  a  mosque 
next  to  the  largest  church  in  the 
Middle  East  is  threatening  to 


divide  Nazareth's  Muslim  and 
Christian  communities,  which 
have  lived  together  peacefully 
for  hundreds  of  years, 
CNSNews.com  reports. 

Moderate  Muslims  and 
Christians  there  say  it  is  up  to 
the  Israeli  government  to  put  a 
stop  to  the  construction  of  the 
mosque  by  a  radical  group 
known  as  the  Islamic 
Movement  and  prevent  the  rift 
from  occurring. 

Atef  Yousef  Mohammed  A1 
Fahoum,  a  72-year-old  father  of 
four  and  grandfather  of  13,  is 


the  trustee  of  the  White  Mosque, 
the  oldest  mosque  in  town. 

The  250-year-old  structure  is 
about  a  block  away  from  the 
Basilica  of  the  Annunciation, 
where  tradition  says  the  angel 
Gabriel  told  Mary  she  would 
give  birth  to  the  baby  Jesus. 

Sitting  in  his  son's  coffee 
shop,  where  the  aroma  of  fresh¬ 
ly  ground  coffee  tantalized  a 
handful  of  reporters  on  a  pre- 
Christmas  tour  of  Nazareth,  A1 
Fahoum  said  he  had  gathered 
his  courage  to  speak  out  as  a 
resident  of  Nazareth  for  the 
good  of  the  city. 

Such  courage  runs  in  his 
family.  A1  Fahoum's  father  was 
the  mavor  of  Nazareth  in  1948 
when  Israel  became  a  nation. 
He  prevented  locals  from  flee¬ 
ing  advancing  Israeli  troops 
and  therefore  prevented  them 
from  becoming  refugees. 

A1  Fahoum  boasts  that  his 
father,  and  not  Egyptian 
President  Anwar  Sadat  30  years 
later,  was  the  first  Arab  leader 
in  the  region  to  recognize  the 
United  Nations  partition  plan 
that  created  the  state  of  Israel 
and  to  sign  a  treaty  with  the 
fledgling  state. 

Fiistorically,  there  has  been  no 
struggle  between  the  Christian 
and  Muslim  communities  of 
Nazareth,  A1  Fahoum  said  —  but 
now  things  may  be  changing. 

"The  construction  of  the 
mosque  is  close  to  the  church. 
The  border  of  the  church  is 
exactly  on  the  edge,"  he  said. 

"This  has  nothing  to  do  with 
religion  at  all,"  A1  Fahoum  said. 
It  has  to  do  with  building  an 
idea,  and  therefore  the  extrem¬ 


ists  want  to  turn  the  area  into  a 
religious  place,  he  said. 

The  controversy  erupted 
four  years  ago  after  the  city 
announced  plans  to  build  a 
piazza  for  tourists  in  the  city 
center  near  the  Basilica  of  the 
Annunciation  and  tore  down  a 
small,  unused  Muslim  school. 

The  Islamic  Movement  put 
up  a  giant  tent  mosque  in 
protest  and  claimed  it  nad  a 
right  to  build  a  mosque  there 
and  that  a  great  Islamic  sage 
was  buried  nearby. 

The  controversy  kicked  into 
high  gear  three  years-ago  when 
Christians  in  tne  town  were 
physically  attacked  on 
Christmas  and  the  following 
Easter  by  extremists  who  threw 
rocks  at  them  as  they  were  leav¬ 
ing  the  church. 

The  government  stepped  in 
to  offer  a  compromise  plan  two 
years  ago,  which  included 
dividing  the  area  to  provide  for 
a  mosque,  a  small  plaza,  and 
police  station. 

Church  officials,  as  high 
up  as  the  Vatican,  and  moder¬ 
ate  Muslims  in  the  town  were 
not  happy  about  the  compro¬ 
mise  and  have  called  on  the 
state  to  return  to  the  original 
building  plan. 

"All  tne  Muslims  of  the 
Muslim  world  could  not  build  a 
mosque  here  if  Israel  doesn't  let 
them,"  A1  Fahoum  said.  "Israel 
wants  to  be  an  oasis  of  democ¬ 
racy  in  the  Middle  East  [to  be 
able  to  sayj  even  if  you  Muslims 
want  to  build  a  mosque  next  to 
a  church,  you  can." 

He  saia  the  city  already  has 
11  mosques  and  that  is  enough. 


Some  30%  of  Nazareth's 
population  is  Christian,  while 
70%  is  Muslim.  It  was  not  clear 
how  many  of  those  are  turning 
to  the  radical  Islamic 
Movement,  but  he  said  the 
number  is  "growing." 

"We  are  not  encouraging 
Christians  or  Muslims  here.  We 
are  asking  the  state,  'Let  us  live 
in  peace,  '  A1  Fahoum  said. 

^'We  don't  know  who  is 
behind  it,  but  the  state  of  Israel 
as  a  government  can -stop  any 
kind  of  violence,"  saia  Joe 
Fahoum,  A1  Fahoum's  brother. 

For  Israel  the  situation  is 
very  sensitive,  observers  say. 
If  Israel  permits  the  building 
of  the  mosque,  the  entire 
Christian  world,  including 
the  Vatican,  will  be  angry 
about  it.  If  Israel  forbids  it, 
the  radical  Islamic  world 
could  do  much  worse. 

-•  The  2,000-square-tneter  tri¬ 
angular  plot  of  land  sits  in  the 
center  of  the  city,  where  a  side 
street  branches  off  the  very  nar¬ 
row  main  street  toward  the 
Basilica  of  the  Annunciation. 

Atallah  Mansour,  a  journalist 
and  local  Christian,  said  it  is 
Israel's  fault  that  this  problem 
develi>pPdT^le  downplayed  any 
conspiracy  meorv  and  blamed 
the  trouble  on  the  fact  that  the 
Muslims  have  no  Muslim  insti¬ 
tutions  in  Nazareth. 

"It's  not  a  Muslim  conspira¬ 
cy  [or  that]  they  want  to  domi¬ 
nate  us,"  Mansour  said.  "No, 
they  don't.  They  want  to  burst 
out  of  their  cage.  When  there 
were  10  or  11  mosques  built  in 
Nazareth  from  196/  to  2000  no 
one  ever  opened  his  mouth." 


CenturyMen  perform  at  sites  of  terrorist  attacks 


NEW  YORK  (BP)  —  A  hundred  men  in 
tuxedos  likely  would  turn  a  few  heads  in 
most  towns,  but  not  in  New  York  City. 

The  CenturyMen,  a  100-voice,  all-male 
choir  of  Southern  Baptists,  used  buses, 
trains,  and  subways  to  maneuver  through 
the  city.  The  natty  men  hardly  drew  a  casu¬ 
al  glance  from  New  Yorkers.
